Circuit Court Was. 
Brief Session 


Judge Guy E. Smith held the 
regular April term of Circuit court 
Tuesday afternoon and it lasted 
but a couple of hours. There were 
no criminal cases on the calendar 
and no jury cases. 

The Grayling Box Co’s. case 
against Oarl E. Warnick for as- 
sumpsit was won by the plaintiff. 
This is a case in which the Box 
Co. supplied lumber and other 
building materials for the con- 
struction of a river cabin, amount- 
ing to about $1,000. For payment 
Mr. Warnick gave ten notes of 
$100 each, together with interest, 
payable over a period of ten 
months. The account began in 
1932 and, according to the testi- 
mony, none of the account has 
been paid. The Box Co. was award- 
ed judgment in the amount of 
$1,154.58, 

The cases of the Bay Trust Co. 
vs. E. L. Sparkes, and Sparkes 
and Bates and Blanche and E. L. 
Houghton and Bates were eontinu- 
ed to the July term. 

The case of Walter Thomas vs. 
Dolph SanCartier, appeal from 
justice court, and the matter of 
the estate of Beverly Jean Young, 
a dependent child, appeal from 
probate court, both were continu- 
ed to the October term of court 
when they will be heard by juries.

Week At Lansing

The republican party is in 
ascendency. Successes at the polls 
the past week are regarded by ad- 
ministration leaders and admitted 
by some democrats as repudiation 
of the “new deal” in Michigan af- 
fairs and approval of Gov. Fitz- 
gerald’s economy program. The 
election result is expected te have 
a spurring affect on the action of 
the legislature, contributing to a 
final adjournment somewhere 
around the second week in May. 

Although all republican candid- 
ates for state offices were success- 
ful, the party suffered one revers- 
al in the election of a democrat 
to the vacant House seat from the 
first legislative district of St. Clair 
county. Mervin W. Tomlin’s elec- 
tion to succeed Rep. Duncan Me- 
Call, resigned, places the lower 
house on an evenly divided basis 
with 50 republicans and 50 demo- 
crats. Actually, however, the dem- 
ocrats have voting control by a 
majority of one due to the in- 
ability of Rep. William Ward (R) 
of Thompsonville to yet take his 
seat on accouht of illness. 

The long delayed building of a 
tuberculosis sanitorium in the 
northern part of the state is now 
practically assured with the pro- 
ject having been given the approv- 
al of the governor and the mem- 
bers of the state sanitorium com- 
mission.

Kiwanians Hear 
Public Health Talk 


DR. LAUGHBAUM EXPLAINS 
WORK BY CHILDREN’S 
FUND 


There was a good attendance at 
the Kiwanis meeting Wednesday 
noon at which time Dr. Laugh- 
baum, director of this four-county 
unit of the Children’s fund of 
Michigan, was the speaker. Dr. 
Laughbaum came here recently 
from Marquette, replacing Dr. 
Stealy. 

The Children’s fund of Michigan 
was instituted by Senator Couzens 
at which time he established a 
fund of ten million dollars for the 
Purpose of promoting the health 
and happiness of children in his 
native state. The speaker gave a 
resume of the establishing of 
health units in Michigan. $700,000 
is spent annually in the conduct- 
ing of this work. Public health 
physicians work to raise the stand- 
ard of health of the whole com- 
munity. , 

Charts exhibited. showed how 
public health work. had lowered 
the percentage ratio of contagious 
and other diseases wherever this 
work was being done. Free school 
programs are being held to learn 
the defects of children which, 
when they appear, are referred 
to the parents. A full time dentist, 
sanitary officer and four nurses 
are provided the local district. 
About 600 children have been 
cared for in Crawford county with 
dental service. 

The sanitary officer inspects 
milk, foods and sanitary prob- 
lems. Mr. John Norton of Detroit 
has just assumed the duty of sani- 
tary inspector here, taking the 
position held by Charles Webb. 

Much good is being done here 
by the Children’s Fund organiza- 
tion. Health conditions have 
greatly improved and there is 
general greater upderstanding and 
respect for health regulations.

of Alpena has introduced a bill 
to appropriate $250,000 for the 
purpose. This sum of money was 
appropriated by the 1983  legis- 
lature to be derived from the now 
extinct tax on malt and wort but 
was never spent, the money iater 
having been placed in the state’s 
general fund. 

The proposed sanitorium will 
likely be built at Gaylord where a 
site is already under option and 
where medical authorities claim 
is the most desirable spot in the 
state considering climatic condi- 
tions conducive to the successful 
treatment of the disease. 

The Thatcher $25,000,000 school- 
aid bill continues to play an im- 
portant part in the legislative 
high spots of the week. The sen- 
ate committee still has charge of 
it and there is every indication 
that the allowance to the schools 
will be pared down by five million, 
the sum insisted on by the chief 
executive. Rep. Thomas Thatcher, 
author of the bill, has consented 
to the reduction as a result of 
the outcome of Monday’s election. 
He takes the position that the de- 
feat of Dr, Paul F. Voelker, sup- 
erintendent of public instruction 
who made the $25,000,000 figure a 
campaign issue, 1s a clear-cut man- 
date from the people that that 
amount of money is not wanted. 

Defeat late Thursday of the in- 
tegrated bar bill and the passage 
of the bill to exempt certain food- 
stuffs from the sales tax consti- 
tute the most important opera- 
tions of the House during the past 
few days. 

The integrated bar bill which 
bore the endorsement of the Mich- 
igan Bar association was rejected 
by the narrow margin of two 
votes. The measure would have

DON’T PULL ARBUTUS 


The season for arbutus, the 
sweetest of northern Michigan’s 
wild flowers, will soon be here 
and hundreds of people will be 
gathering them. Here is a place 
where the finest kind of conserv- 
ation may be ovracticed. The 
gathering of these flowers by 
pulling them up by the roots, as 


is the common method, only 
destroys the plants. If this is 
persisted in it will mean that 


soon Northern Michigan will soon 
be robbed of the flowers. The 
correct method of gathering these 
flowers is to cut them off with a 
knife or shears. It takes longer 
to do this and means more pains- 
taking care but if we hope to 
preserve the arbutus and to con- 
tinue to have it indefinitely, it ts 
well worth taking this care. Par- 
ents who read this should instruct 
their children about what care 
should be taken in gathering 
arbutus. And CCC camp com- 
manders might pass this informa- 
tion on to the boys in the camps.

the conscription of 
tnodustry in the 
event of another 
armed conflict io- 
volving the United 
States. The bil) is 
decidedly drastic, 
giving to the Pres- 
ident in war time powers that are 
practically dictatorial, permitting 
him not only to fix prices but also 
to license all industry and control 
raw materials. it also has taxa- 
tlon features that will arouse con- 
siderable opposition. It would ralse 
Individual income taxes to 6 per 
cent in wartime, levy surtaxes up to 
94 per cent on incomes in excess of 
$10,000, and selze profits of corpor- 
ations In excess of 6 per cent re- 
turn on invested capital. 

The Nye bill gives the President 
very broad powers to fix prices of 
commodities, to license industry, to 
enjoin profiteering and to prevent 
the hoarding of goods. It provides 
for the drafting of industrial lead- 
ers, who would be permitted to re- 
main with thelr companies, subject- 
ed to military law and given rank 
and compensation not exceeding 
that of a brigadier general. 

Meanwhile the house military af- 
fairs committee reported the Mc- 
Swain bill, simiJlar to the senate 
measure but without the tax fea- 
tures, This lack made the more rad- 
{cal members angry but when they 
tried to amend the bill they were 
routed, 258 to 71. 

The Nye senate committee, after 
reporting Its bill, continued its in- 
quiry. It heard a rather sensation- 
al bit of evidence to the effect that 
Roger §S. McGrath, an insurance 
company agent who was described 
as a friend of the President's son 
James, had sought successfully to 
obtain two naval building contracts 
for the Bath Iron, Works up in 
Maine.

OLLOWING the example set by 

Hitler, Austria has decided to 
disregard the limitations on Its mili- 
tary strength set by the treaty of 
St. Germain and to Increase Its 
armed forces {mmediately. The of- 
fictal communique Issued by Chan- 
cellor Kurt Schuschnigg did not say 
how big the army would be or 
whether conscription would be re- 
stored. The annual spring parade 
of the army at the Ringstrasse in 
Vienna was revived, and the troops 
appeared in fine new uniforms. 

It ts belleved Hungary and Bul- 
garia soon will ask permission to {n- 
crease thelr armies and re-introduce 
conscription. 


OVIET Russia Is ready to Hne 
up with Great Britain, France 
and Italy in promoting the general 
European security pact which ts the 
: basis of England's 
plan for peace. This 
was brought out by 
the visit to Moscow 
of Capt. Anthony 
Eden, British tord 
privy seal, and his 
-ooferences with 
Oletator Josef Sta- 
lin and Maxim Lit- 
vinov, Soviet for- 
eign commissar, Ac- 
cording to the joint 
communique given 
the press, these statesmen “were of 
the opinion that In the present In- 
ternational situation it Is more than 
ever necessary to pursue the en- 
deavor to promote the building up 
of a system of collective security in 
Europe as contemplated in the Apn- 
glo-French communique of the third 
of February, and In conformity with 
the principles of the League of 
Nations.” 

It was made clear that Germany 
and Poland would be weleome to 
enter the arrangement, but that [ft 
would go ahead even without them. 

Captain Eden then went on to 
Warsaw to talk things over with the 
Poles; and even as he was depart- 
ing from Moscow the Soviet press 
launched another flerce attack on 
Germany, Michael Tukhachevsky, 
vice commissar for defense, In an 
article in the newspaper Pravda, 
declared Germany would have an 
army of 849,000 by the summer, ex- 
ceeding the French army by 40 per 
cent and almost equaling the Soviet 
army in size. 

He charged Bitler with “lulling 
france te sleep” with anti-Soviet 
war talk in the hope France would 
got reallze her own peril. 

Tukhachevsky’s view that Ger- 
many contemplates attacking France 
was supported by an authorized 
urticle in the weekly Journal de 
Moscou which asserted the leaders 
of the reich reallzed “the excep-

In 
his newspaper, Popolo d’Italla, ap- 
peared an editotial, probably writ- 
ten by il duce himself, warning hls 
fellow countrymen that no mirac- 
viens results may be expected from 
the conference of foreign ministers 
In Stresa. It asserted that the west- 
ern European powers “must stabil- 
ize their Mne of common action 
against several eventualities which 
can be foreseen, and they must take 
definite responsibility.” 

It then charged that the French 
and British are impeding Mussolini's 
wish to take action against Hitler 
because of their preoccupation about 
thelr own Internal policy. 

Premier Flandin and Foreign 
Minister Laval of France were fe- 
ported to have devised a vast, new, 
flexible plan to organize the peace 
of the continent within the frame- 
work of the League of Nations, 


ROM Tokyo there came a state- 

ment indicating that Japan would 
give at least moral support to the 
European powers that are seeking 
agreements to coun- 
teract Hitler's move 
for the re-armament 
of Germany. It was 
given out by Eiji 
Amau, the frequent 
ly quoted spokes 
man for the foreign 
office. He said 
Japan will bold 
aloof from the Eu 
ropean crisis and 
that there would be 
no far eastern Lo- 
i carno pact, but that “we cannot 
(think of any alliance with Ger. 
many.” Tokyo, asserted Amau, Is 
ready to- discuss with Russia some 
degree of demilitarization of the 
eastern frontiers.

In a letter to Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau the Pres- 
ident outlined his foreign trade pol- 
icy and disclosed the fact that the 
administration is considering de- 
nouncing existing trade pacts with 
Germany, Italy, Portugal and Den- 
mark because of discrimination. He 
{ proclaimed the new Belgian-Ameri- 
can reciprocal trade agreement, and 
algo decreed that, pending the con- 
clusion of negotiations for new 
pacts now in progress, the reduced 
; dutles and other concessions grant- 
ed Belgium will be extended to Can- 
ada, Spain, The Netherlands, Switz- 
erland and Lichtenstein for six 
months. ; 


HROUGH the efforts of Donald 

Richberg, chairman of the NIRB, 
an agreement was reached by the 
bituininous coal operators and the 
United Mine Workers, whereby the 
prevailing coal code is ettended to 
June 16 and a threatened strike of 
about half a million miners averted.

allowed the lawyers to organize 
themselves and exercise certain 
police powers to the end that the 
unethical practitioner might be 
eliminated’ or controlled. 

With the passage of the bill 
amending the sales tax law vo 
exempt some dozen or so staple 
ivemsa of food, the question of 
constitutionality of guch action has 
been raised. The attorney gener- 
al submitted an opinion that dis- 
criminative action of the kind 
would invalidate the entire sales 
tax law but the House gave its 
approval despite the adverse po- 
tentialities involved. 

It is estimated that the bi]l if 
finally enacted will reduce the 
state’s income by at least five 
million and many place the loss 
as high as ten million. 

Jn addition to such items of food 
as flour, meat, milk, butter, lard, 
sugar, etc., being placed on the 
exempt list, the bill also offers ex- 
emptions to farmers on purchases 
of seed, machinery, packing caszs, 
containers and al] items put into, 
er-on, a proiuct later sold at re- 
tail. 

The state property tax is now 
definitely off the books. The gov- 
ernor has affixed his signature to 
the measures repealing the mill 
taxes which went for the support 
of the University of Michigan and 
Michigan State college. Beginning 
July 1 these institutions will be 
financed by direct appropriations, 
bills for which were introduced 
during the past few days. 

All budget bills are now ready 
to be dropped into the hopper, a 
sign that the wind-up of the ses- 
sion cannot be far away. Ap- 
propriations for institutional 
maintenance are contained in stx 
bills already introduced and there 
yet remain only those providing 
for the operation of the various 
departments, boards and commis- 
sions, 

The total cost of the nine state 
hospitals and the state hospital 
cc mmission is set at $4,490,130 a 
year by one of the measures. The 
present appropriation for eight of 
the institutions is $3,800,000 a 
year. A large part of this in- | 
crease is due to two new items not 
heretofore included; $178,480 for 
the Mt. Pleasant branch of the 
Michigan Home and Training 
schoo} and an item of $13,050 for 
the hospital commission. 

Until last July the Mt. Pleasant 
school was financed by the federal ; 
government but at that time was 
taken over by the state when the 
federal government intended clos- , 
ing it. This is the first time since 
then that an item for the institu- 
tion's support has been placed in 
the regular budget. 

In the past also no appropriation 
has been made for the hospital 
commission, 

Operation cost of the four state 
normal schools is set at $1,417,335 
a year in other bills of the group 
already in committee. This is ap- 
proximately $10,000 less than the 
current figure, 

Still insisting that the state ad- 
ministrative board should be abo- 
lished, Gov. Fitzgerald has vetoed 
the measure which would have 
placed the lieutenant governor on 
the board at an annual additional ; 
salary of $2,500. Whether or not 
an attenrpt will be made to pass | 
the bill over his veto remains to
